REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack County here- 
with present the annual report of the Commissioners, Treas- 
urer, Solicitor, Sheriff, Clerk of the Court, Auditors, Super- 
intendent of County Farm, and House of Correction, Farm 
Physician, and Chaplain for the year ending December 31, 


1940. 


County FARM 


Under the efficient supervision of Superintendent and 
Mrs. J. M. Lorden, the same satisfactory conditions at the 
Farm continue to prevail as in past years. We commend 
the co-operation which seems to exist among all those em- 
ployed in any capacity and without which, satisfactory 
results could not be obtained. Since our last report the 
Institution has lost by death a good friend and servant in 
the person of Dr. A. A. Beaton, for many years the house 
physician. Ever ready to answer the call of those in need 
of his service, he will be sadly missed, not only here, but 
in the community at large. We feel that we are indeed for- 
tunate in securing the services of Dr. Herbert A. Messin- 
ger of Franklin, who, for some months has been carrying 
on the work in a most satisfactory manner. For a greater 
part of the year, nearly every room has been in use, both 
in the main building and in the new hospital addition. As 
times goes on it becomes more and more evident that the 
erection of the new hospital unit was a_ wise investment, 
both from a financial and service standpoint. We com- 
mend to your attention the report of the Superintendent 
which provides much information as to the costs of main- 
tenance, number of people cared for, crops raised on the 
Farm and other interesting statistics. 
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WELFARE AND RELIEF 


The relief problem is still with us and from present in- 
dications, will be for some time to come. 

Under the present relief law, the county seems to be 
called upon to carry a very large portion of the financial 
load. All direct relief county cases and soldiers aid are 
administered and paid 100% by the county. The care of 
those children, who are the financial responsibility of the 
county, is placed with the State Board of Welfare, but the 
county is called upon to pay the total cost. Old Age As- 
sistance is administered by the State Board of Welfare, the 
cost being paid as follows: 50% by the Federal Government, 
25% by the State and 25% by the County or the city or town 
according to settlement.

On account of change in relief settlement law which took 
effect July 1938; 61 cases were transferred from the towns 
and cities to the county during the year 1940. 

This means that this number of cases became the finan- 
cial responsibility of the county and relieved the towns and 
cities that much. 

But after all let us repeat; “that whatever unit of govern- 
ment, Federal, State, County, City or Town administers re- 
lief, it is the taxpayer that has to pay in the final analysis.”’ 
So let us make the best laws we know how and administer 
them the best we can. 


FINANCES 


It is with considerable satisfaction that we are able to 
report that for the last two consecutive years, Merrimack 
County has been able to keep expenditures within budget 
appropriations, to reduce its debt and county tax as well. 
The county tax was reduced $41,952.77 below the tax budget 
as voted for 1940. The county debt was reduced $11,552.47. 
The net debt as of December 31, 1940 was $54,494.76; 
$19,000.00 of this debt is a refunding note which matures 
in December 1941 and will be included in the 1941 budget. 
Other indebtedness consists of $73,000.00, 4% outstanding 
building bonds, which mature; $7,000.00 December 1941, 
balance $6,000.00 each year thereafter. 

If no other additional tax burdens, which can not now 
be forseen, are placed upon the county, your commissioners 
expect to be able to present a budget to the legislative dele- 
gation at this session of the legislature which will call for 
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a lower county tax for both 1941 and 1942 and a reduction 
in debt, as well. 

In submitting this report to the citizens and tax-payers 
of Merrimack County, we wish to express our appreciation 
to the State Board of Public Welfare, the several Overseers 
of the Poor and the many others who have given us their 
co-operation and assistance in our part of the administra- 
tion of the affairs of the county.

There are no specific recommendations that could reas- 
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onably be made by this office to increase its efficiency in 
view of the additional expense such recommendation would 
cast upon the tax burden of the County. 

Appealed cases from ten Municipal Courts within the 
County to the Superior Court have been disposed of which 
were less than the previous year. Throughout the year the 
Solicitor has prosecuted misdemeanors in the Municipal 
Courts with the aid and assistance of the local police, the 
State Police, and with the cooperation of the Sheriff’s de- 
partment. 

A sharp increase in non-support cases was noted through- 
out the County which increase was anticipated because of 
the diligence of the relief departments in cities and towns 
in attempting to keep relief costs within their budgets and 
appropriations. The State and City Probation departments 
rendered invaluable aid to this office in those cases where 
children were being neglected because of the failure of 
fathers to observe Court orders and decrees of support and 
in other instances. 

Juvenile cases, involving both delinquent children and 
neglected children were more numerous than the previous 
year. All Juvenile cases were investigated and disposed of 
with the cooperation of the. several welfare and_ social 
agencies and the Sheriff's department. 

Through the investigating agencies of the State, County, 
City and Towns, all complaints were investigated and with 
but a few instances all complaints were brought to a satis- 
factorily conclusion. Whenever possible the costs of prose- 
- cution and investigation were repaid to the County by the 
wrong doer, thereby reducing the costs of investigation. 

One civil suit was instituted against the County by one 
Melina Morrell which is now pending in our Superior 
Court.
